Ir MAY BE USEFUL again to call the attention of our 


readers to the announcement we were authorized to 


make last week as to the time which the Board of In- 
Jand Revenue will allow for correcting the stamp duty 
on deeds falling within the scope of the recent decision 
of Hadgett v. Commissioners of Inland Revenue. Up 
to the time of that decision it was the general practice 
of the Board to stamp the further duty on deeds of this 
character without the infliction of a penalty, because it 
yas felt that a certain amount of doubt might reason- 
ably be entertained as to the true interpretation of the 
law. But by the decision in Hadgett’s case the law has 
been authoritatively.tlaid down, and the excuse of its 
wicertainty heretofore advanced, and to a certain extent 
admitted, is no longer available. It will be advisable, 
therefore, for persons affected by the above decision, who 
desire to escape the penalty, to make application to the 
Board in the manner described in our issue of last 





Mrz. Justicz Lvusn, in charging the grand jury at 
Swansea, confirmed the statement we made a few weeks 
igo, that the judges are favourable to a change in the 
time of holding the main assizes of the year, so that they 
shall commence in January and July. He said that it 
was probable that after the present year this arrange- 
nent would be adopted, and that gaol deliveries under 
the Winter Assizes Acts would be held at equal distances 
from these times; that is to say, we suppose, in April 
md October. We drew attention not long ago to the 
absurdity of the present system, under which assizes 
were held in November last, and again in January, with 
the prospect of the regular assizes in March next. If 
four assizes in the year are necessery—which we doubt— 
itis certainly desirable that they should be held at uni- 
form intervals. While on this subject, we may add the 
«pression of a hope that something will be done to ease 
the high sheriffs. We hear of one of these unhappy 
dficials who will have in his year of office to endure the 
burden of four assizes.

The attempted encroachment was limited to liqueurs, and

1860 Mr. Gladstone threw open, by 23 Vict. o. 27, 8. 3, 
the sale of wine by retail, in reputed quart or pint 
es only, to “every person who should keep a shop 
the sale of goods or commodities other than foreign 





wine, or should have taken out a licerce as a dealer in 
wine,” sale by retail being defined by section 4 as a sale 
of less than two gallons or a dozen bottles ata time. In 
the next year the anti-publican interest again triumphed. 
By 24 & 25 Vict.c. 21, s, 2, “ any person” duly licensed 
as a spirit dealer by the excise was authorized to séll 
spirits “in any quantities not less than one reputed 
quart bottle” under an additional retail excise licence ; 
and in 1863 licensed beer dealers (by 26 & 27 
Vict. c, 33) obtained an analogous liberty to sell 
beer in bottles of any size—the wholesale licence 
having previously confined them to sales “in not 
less than two reputed quart bottles at one time.” 
Sir H. 8. Ibbetson’s Wine and Beerhouse Act of 1869, 
in sweeping up all other kinds of sale, and bringing them 
under the control of the justices, left the sale of spirits 
in bottle by the spirit dealers untouched. Then came 
the Licensing Act, 1872, upon the 69th and 73rd sections 
of which the controversy in Arnold v. Thatcher turned. 
The 69th section provides that the licence for the sale of 
spirits in bottle, where required by the Act, may not be 
refused except upon one or more of the grounds affect- 
ing the character of the applicant, or his house, set out 
in the 8th section of the Act of 1869. The 73rd section 
provides that a licence under the Act (that is, a justice’s 
licence) shall not be required for (1) the sale of wine in 
bottle by a wine merchant in pursuance of a wine. 
dealer’s licence, under 23 Vict. c. 27; and (2) the sale 
of liqueurs or spirits in bottle “by a wholesale spirit 
dealer whose premises are exclusively used for the sale 
of intoxicating liquors in pursuance of the retail spirit 
licence under 24 & 25 Vict.c. 21. Ifour memory serves 
us right, these two clauses were the handiwork of Sir 
H. S. Ibbetson, to whom so much licensing legislation 
is due, and we detect evident traces of an intention to 
limit retail bottle sale to traders rich enough to procure 
a wholesale licence. But, construing the section as it 
stands, we cannot think that the word “‘ wine merchant ” 
can be taken to mean a wine merchant only; and the 
juxtaposition of a sub-section which expressly points 
to the spirit merchant only is, we think, a sufficient 
reason for holding the decision in Arnold y. Thatcher to 
be correct. 





Tue sunsect of the examination of prisoners came be- 
fore the House of Commons upon the motion for the 
seeond reading of Mr. Ashley’s Criminal Law Evidence 
Amendment Bill. The discussion that took place seems 
to show that the matter is not yet ripe for legislation, 
Difficulties of detail are now beginning to unfold them. 
selves, and the subject ought to be well considered before 
actual legislation takes place if the principle of the 
Bill—with which we have already expressed our con- 
currence—is to be satisfactorily carried into effect. We 
are glad, therefore, to find that the result of the debate 
was that the Bill was read a second time and referred to 
a select committee. The Bill in its present shape pro- 
poses the examination of prisoners on oath. This, in 
our opinion, is a mistake, and proceeds from an utter 
misconception of what the nature and value of a 
prisoner’s statement is. In the case of an ordinary 
witness, the weight of his testimony is derived, to seme 
extent, from the presumption in favour of a man’s speak~- 
ing the truth, more especially when under the obliga- 
tion of an oath. Whatever weight a prisoner's state- 
ment may have is not derived from the same presump~ 
tion. The weight of his evidence, as it may bear against 
himself, must depend on the principle upon which an 
admission or confession is evidence, or upon the manifest 
contradiction or ineonsistency existing between it and 
other well-established facts, In the latter case, its 
weight against the prisoner depends, not on its being 
true, but on its being untrue, So far as the prisoner's 
evidence is in his own favour, its weight depends on the 
internal evidence of its trath from its consistency with 
itself and with probability, and from its agreement with 
other known facts. It does not in the least depend on 
any supposed presumption arising from a —" 
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tion to tell the truth. It is not in reason to be 

of criminal human nature that the truth will be spoken 
by a criminal on his trial. To administer an oath, there- 
fore, is an absurd and mischievous proceeding, and we 
fully agree with Mr. Herschell, Q.C., that the consequent 
perjury will have a tendency to diminish the sense of 
the sanctity of an oath, already not too strong in the 
minds of many. Again, the Bill contains the following 
rather curious provision. It is to be optional for the 
prisoner to tender himself as a witness, and, if he de- 
clines, his neglect or refusal so to do is not to create any 
presumption against him. We do not quite understand 
the meaning of this. If it means that any such neglect 
or refusal shall not be evidence against him in the sense 
that if there is no legal evidence of the charge for the 
jury without it there shall not be any with it, the pro- 
vision seems hardly necessary. If it means that the 
jury shall not take it into consideration along with the 
other evidence, if any, it seems to us an absurdity. 
Some of the objections made in the House appear to us 
to depend wholly upon the details of the Bill, and do 
not go to the general question. For instance, the 
Attorney-General objected that the prisoner might be 
cross-examined to his credit, which would be obviously 
monstrous; but this, we take it, would be the logical re- 
sult of the mischievous and illogical proposal to ad- 
minister an oath to the prisoner. If the prisoner's 
evidence is put forward as prima facie credible because 
the prisoner is examined on oath, the logical consequence 
is that he ought to be cross-examined to credit. But 
we think that he ought not to be examined on oath, and 
all the examination should be strictly confined to the 
charge in hand. The more we consider the arguments 
used in the debate, the more we lean to the opinion that 
this change ought to be considered in connection with 
the general subject of reform in our criminal procedure 
and ought not to be made the subject of isolated legis- 
* lation at the instance of private members. One of the 
topics that continually cropped up was as to the person 
by whom the prisoner should be examined. The question 
is surrounded by difficulty. We have ventured on an 
opinion that the necessary cross-examination should not 
be done by counsel for the prosecution, and that it would 
be better even that it should be done by the judge. 
But there seems to be a very strong feeling that this would 
endanger the judicial impartiality of the judge. We 
are strongly disposed to think, if it could be done, that 
the better way would be that the examination should 
take place at one or more preliminary examinations if a 
proper official were forthcoming to conduct it. This 
would tend to prevent any subsequent cooking-up of a 
story to meet the charge. The prisoner should, of 
course, be allowed the benefit of legal assistance if he 
could procure it at this preliminary examination. And in 
addition to this, we think it might be desirable that, 
with the permission of the judge, the prisoner’s counsel 
should have power, if he thought fit, to re-examine the 
prisoner upon the former examination at the trial.

THE INVESTIGATION OF CRIME, 


Tum subject of reform in our criminal procedure ig one 
that is likely soon to occupy a considerable share of 
public attention if the promise in the Queen’s Speech of 
a Bill dealing with the matter is fulfilled. Mr, 4, p 
Elliott, of the Northern Circuit, has just published g 
pamphlet, in which he discusses the comparative merits 
and defects of the English and Scotch systems of criming} 
procedure, and suggests reforms in both. His obserya. 
tions appear to have been called forth by the comments 
made by the press upon certain recent cases, such as the 
Bravo case, the Penge case, and the detectives’ case, 
The great length of the proceedings in these investigations 
elicited very general criticism, and we have ourselyes 
taken occasion to discuss this subject. There is no doubt 
that at the present day there is a tendency to minnte 
observation in the getting up and conduct of cases which: 
can hardly have existed to the same extent formerly, 
if we may judge by a comparison of the time then occy- 
pied with that now occupied by important trials. To, 
certain extent the greater length of time now taken jg 
accounted for by the fact that the progress of commer- 
cial and social development has given rise to greater 
complications in the transactions of life. We think 
also that, after due allowance is made for this, it may be 
that cases are now somewhat overburdened with evidence 
in excess of what is absolutely necessary, though we ace 
great difficulty in obviating this. Mr. Elliott’s pamphlet 
is of a somewhat miscellaneous character, touching ona 
variety of subjects connected with criminal procedure, and 
many of his suggestions seem to us useful. Especially 
he deplores the great length of time consumed and the 
expense involved by preliminary investigations before 4 
magistrate as they are now conducted. In cases such as 
the Penge case and the detectives’ case no doubt the 
preliminary investigations were very protracted and 
expensive, and the public became somewhat impatient 
of them. Mr. Elliott wishes to suggest some means of 
obviating the evil. 

It would appear from Mr. Elliott’s statement of the 
procedure in Scotland, that these preliminary investi- 
gations are conducted there in secret, and that the pri- 
soner has no means of intervening in or knowing anything 
about the proceedings. The learned author does not 
uphold, indeed he strongly condemns, this system as 
unfair to the prisoner; but he suggests that, though the 
prisoner ought not to be thus kept in the dark as to the 
case against him, there is no occasion in a preliminary 
investigation to go into all the evidence that is to be 
adduced at the trial, but only to give such evidence as 
may establish a case for further inquiry, and when 
that is done, the prisoner ought to be forthwith 
committed for trial, leaving the further evidence that 
may be thought necessary to secure a conviction 
to come out for the first time at the trial. 
This would be in fact to substitute the magistrate for 
the grand jury, which Mr. Elliott proposes to abolish. 
He says, on the subject of the examination before 4 
magistrate, “Thus what should merely be an inquiry 
into a prima facie case against an accused person may 
become—and in practice now does very often become—an 
elaborate trial of the whole case; while what should be 
the real trial is reduced to a mere close repetition of the 
matters ascertained in the preliminary investigation.” 
Now, it is quite clear that, if the preliminary investiga- 
tion is thus curtailed, some other means must be taken 
of securing to the prisoner an opportunity of knowing 
the whole of the case that is to be made against him at 
the trial. Anyone who has ever prosecuted or defended 
a prisoner will perceive in a moment the cruel hardship 
to which a prisoner would otherwise be subjected, and 
the difficulty that even an innocent man might find 
in defending himself against fresh evidence sprung 
upon him at the trial, Under the present system, no 
doubt, it is competent to the prosecution to call fresh 
evidence at the trial, and this is sometimes done, though 
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toa limited extent. Whenever it is done to a consider- 
able extent, the counsel for the defence never fails to

ment:—He says, “ What would probably be sufficient 
to insure in England fair play to the prisoner would be 
to take the depositions before the magistrates in full of 
such witnesses as make out a prima facie case; and in 
the case of all other witnesses intended to be called, to 
make it incumbent on the public prosecutor to send a 
vopy of their evidence along with the depositions to the 
Prisoner a specified number of days before trial.” We 
think this is a suggestion well worthy of consideration, 
but we rather doubt how far it would be found to work 
well in practice. We question whether the evidence 
not taken in a formal manner before a magistrate 
would always prove to be so well taken as it is under the 
present system. In small cases the present system 
does not seem to be much objected to. In large cases 
the preliminary examination of witnesses before the 
magistrates is generally conducted by counsel or skilful 
tolicitors. We suspect the result of this is somewhat to 
facilitate the subsequent trial, to sift the evidence of 
what is worthless, and to render it more reliable. The 
Witness is on his oath in a public court, and there is a 
reat difference between evidence so given and the mere 
taking of a proof. The result is that the case for the 
Prosecution is better prepared, and the prisoner is given 
&far more reliable notion of what the real case against 

The matter comes to this in our opinion. The pre- 
liminary investigation is, we think, better carried out 

r the present system. The only question is whether 
the advantage thus gained is a sufficient counterpoise to 
the expenditure of time and money. Mr. Elliott objects 
tothe present system on the ground that it gives rise to 































sensation cases really try the prisoner on the report of 
the proceedings before the magistrate, and the jury are 
unable to divest their minds of views formed before they 
get into the box. We think there may be something in 
this, but we doubt whether the evil is not 

In cases of a sensational nature there is often prejudice 
against the prisoner quite apart from the proceedings 
before the magistrate, and an incomplete investigation 
of the charge would have nearly as prejudicial an effect 
as a complete one, if not a more prejudicial effect. 
Again, there are sometimes countervailing advantages to 
the prisoner. The interest awakened in the case, and 
the publicity given, sometimes lead to the production of 
evidence in his favour which would otherwise not have 
been forthcoming. As we have said before, we think 
Mr. Elliott’s suggestion well worth consideration; but, 
as at present advised, we cannot say that we are prepared 
to pronounce in its favour. 

Though we differ from Mr. Elliott on the point we 
have just discussed, in various other respects we think 
his remarks are very just. Among other matters he 
discusses, his remarks on the following topic have 
our hearty concurrence. He objects to the system by 
which the police are concerned in the conduct of the 
prosecution, and contends for some provision for public 
prosecutors. Anybody who has experience of quarter 
sessions knows the evils that arise from the present state 
of things. We have known young prosecuting counsel 
at country sessions absolutely bullied by policemen for 
failing to press the case sufficiently against the prisoner, 
and in some cases we kuow as a fact that business has 
been withdrawn from counsel through the operation of 
police influence. This is obviously very improper. The 
police may be, as Mr. Elliott thinks they are, an able and 
honourable body of men; but they are placed in a false 
position when they are rendered responsible for the con- 
duct of prosecutions. Their proper function is the de- 
tection and prevention of crime, and the giving of testi- 
mony. in the course of their duty as any other witness 
may give it; but it is clear that the function of a public 
prosecutor ought not to be entrusted to them, for reasons 
which are very fully and ably pointed out by Mr. Elliott.

There is one very satisfactory feature in the present 
edition of this work ; notwithstanding the large number 
of cases which each year adds, the buik of the book has 
been increased by only four pages, a result which the 
editor states has been accomplished by a rearrangement 
of some of the matter under the titles “‘ Marder” and 
“ Manslaughter.” We would suggest that, in a subse- 
quent edition, still more room may be saved by the entire 
avoidance of repetitions. For instance, the effect of the 
recent case of A, v. Taylor (23 W. R. 616) is stated 
twice, first under the head of “accessories” at p. 185, 
and again under the head of “manslaughter” at p. TOT. 
Surely in such cases the statement of the purport of the 
decision under the head to which it maialy relates 
would be sufficient, a mere reference being given at 
other places where it is desirable to mention the case. 
Another alteration which would much promote the 
venience of the reader would be to distinguish in 
table of cases the page at which the effect of a case 
stated. It frequently happens that two or three 
are referred to in the table of cases, at only one of which 
is the full result of the case given. Of a new edition 
of a standard work of this kind there is little to be said,

Ridgwell, 6 B. & C. 669, 670; Limmer Asphalte Paving 
Company v. Commissioners, &c., 20 W. R. 210, L. RB, 
7 Ex. 211). An appointment of a new trustee which, 
merely by virtue of its so operating, transfers property 
is also ‘‘an instrument whereby property is transferred 
to or vested in a person” (section 78), just as the nomi- 
nation or appointment of a purchaser by an executor 
under a mere power of sale which takes land out of the 
heir and vests it in the purchaser is an appointment or 
conveyance of property. 

But the ratio decidendi in Hadgett’s case extends 
further than this. It requires an instrument which, in 
respect either of its purports or of its operations, comes 
under more than one head of charge in the Stamp Act 
to bear a distinct stamp in respect of each head, if there 
is not an express exemption (as there is in the case of 
“an agreement under hand only, not otherwise specifically 
charged with any duty.”) Thus “an appointment in 
execution of a power of any property” is specifically 
charged with 10s., and a settlement of money or stock 
is charged with an ad valorem duty, the only exemp- 
tion being in favour of settlements made in exercise of 
certain special powers of appointment; so that 10s., in 
addition to the ad valorem duty, must be paid on a 
settlement of stock by a married woman in exercise of & 
general power of appointment, but not if the settlement 
be of stock belonging to her absolutely for her separate 
use. So, if Hadgett’s case was rightly decided, there 
must be two duties paid on a letter or power of attorney 
in an assignment of a chose in action, or a release oF 
renunciation of property in a deed of family arrange- 
ment containing other incidental matters, or a revoca- 
tion of any use or trust of any property in a conveyance 
on a sale or a deed of new appointment, 

The only general provisions bearing on the question 
are the following :— 

Section 3.— There shall be charged for the use of her 
Majesty, her heirs and successors, upon the sev 
instruments specified in the schedule to this Act, the 
several duties in the said schedule specified, and no 
other duties.” 

Section 8.—*" An instrument containing or relating to 
several distinct matters ia to be separately and distinctly 
charged ns if it were « separate instrument with duty in 
respect of cach of such matters.” 

From this, but for Hadgett's case, it would be 
inferred that only one duty is payable on an instra- 
ment containing an aggregate of matters which 
are not several and distinct, and that the duty is to

Cases of the Week. 


Action rx Cuancery Drviston—InTerPieaper Issuz— 
New Triar—ArrraL—Timze—Orp. 1, 8. 2; orp. 39, n. 1; 
orp. 58, x. 15.—In a case of McAndrew v. Barker, in which 
judgment was given by the Court of Appeal on the Ist inst., 
some important questions of practice arose. In the year 
1876, two actions of The London and St. Katharine 
Company v. Locke, and Barker v. The London and St. 
Katharine Docks Company, were commenced. They aross 
out of disputes relating to the title to some pigs of lead 
which had been landed at the St. Katharine Docks. The 
lead was claimed by a third party named McAndrew, and 
on the 2nd of August, 1876, the Master of the Rolls made 
an order in both actions, directing the lead to be sold and 
the proceeds of sale to be paid into court, and he farther 
directed the question of the ownership of the lead to be 
tried in an interpleader issue between McAndrew as 
plaintiff and Barker as defendant. The lead was sold, and 
the proceeds, amounting to £1,057, were paid into court. 
The interpleader issue was settled, and it came on to be 
tried before the Master of the Rolls, on the ist of May, 
1877, and an order was then made (entitled in both actions 
and in the issue) by which the court found the issue in 
favour of Barker, and, upon motion for jadgment by the 
plaintiff, the court declared that the defendant was entitled 
to the lead, and the proceeds thereof, and ordered that the 
plaintiff should pay the defendant’s costs of the issue. On 
the 6th of July, 1877, the Master of the Rolls made an 
order in the two original actions that McAndrew should 
pay to the Dock Company and to Barker their respective 
costs of the actions, and that Barker should pay to Locke 
his costs of the first action; and it was ordered that the 
fand in court (subject to the payment of certain 

one of which was in favour of McAndrew) should be 
paid out to Barker. On the 4th of August, 1877, 
McAndrew gave notice of appeal from the order of the Ist 
of May and the order of the 6th of July. On the opening 
of the appeal two preliminary objections were taken (1) 
that, if the appellant desired to impeach the finding upon 
the interpleader issue, he ought to have applied to 
the Master of the Rolls fora new trial, and that, as he 
had not done so, the finding of fact upon the issue was 
conclusive, and the subsequent order of the 6th of July 
followed as a necessary consequence ; (2) that the order of 
the lst of May was an interlocutory order, and therefore 
the appeal had been brought toolate. Tae Court of Appeal 
(James, Baggallay, and Thesiger, L.JJ.), without deter- 
mining the first question, held that the second objection 
was well founded. Thesiger, L.J., who delivered the 
judgment of the court, said that where the process of inter- 
pleader was carried out, as in this case, by means of a 
feigned issue, the issue became a process ancillary to the 
original action, which was still kept alive for the purpose 
of enabling the judge who was seised of the matter, after 
judgment had been given in the issue, finally to adjast the 
rights of all parties, including costs. Though interpleader 
issues partook in some measure of the character of actions, 
and though the findings upon them substantially deter- 
mined the questions between the parties, they were not, 
strictly speaking, actions, but were more analogous to 
inquiries directed in the course of actions, In the present 
case it was only by the final order made in the actions ont 
of which the issue sprang that the directions necessary to 
determine all the questions, even between the parties to 
the issue, were finally giver. The determination upon the 
issue was a condition precedent to the final determination 
of the action, and this showed the inconvenience and delay 
which would result from holding that the order deter. 
mining the issue was a final order, entitling the ansuccess- 
ful party to delay appealing for a year, thus staying the 
hands of the court of first instance as regarded the original 
action for the whole’of that time, or putting the parties to 
the expense of a final order in the actions, which would 
have to be set aside, if it turned out that the order upon 
the issue was wrong, The court accordingly held that the 
order of the lat of May was an interlocutory order, and 
that the appeal was too late; but they dismissed the appeal 
without costa, 
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PieaprvG—DervencE—GeENERAL DENIAL FOLLOWED BY 
ParticvutaR DentaL—AMENDMENT—ORD. 19, R. 22; Onn. 
27,8. 1.—In a case of Collette v. Goode, heard by Fry, 
J., on the 5th inst., the action was brought to restrain the 
defendant from infringing the copyright of a comic song of 
which the plaintiff was the author and composer, and for 
damages. The plaintiff, by his statement of claim, alleged 
that the song had been duly registered at Stationers’ Hall. 
By his statement of defence the defendant said that he had 
*been licensed to print the song by the plaintiff’s agent. He 

: also said that, in May, 1876, there was — on the song, 
as then published on behalf of the plaintiff, a statement 
that it was entered at Stationers’ Hall, which statement the 
defendant had since ascertained to be untrue. ‘‘ The said 
song was not registered at Stationers’ Hall until the 9th 
of December, 1876. . . . The defendant denies that the said 
song has been duly registered at Stationers’ Hall. The 
time of the first publication thereof is not truly entered in 
the register.” The entry in the register stated the 25th of 
March, 1876, as the date of the first publication, and 
stated that Hopwood & Crew were the publishers. By 
the plaintiff's evidence at the trial it appeared that when 
he brought out the song in March, 1876, he arranged with 
Hopwood & Crew that they should publish it for him, it 

“being printed for him by another firm at his own expense, 

“but that no copies were sent to them till April, 1876. The 
first publication, on the 25th of March, 1876, was made by 
the plaintiff himself selling a number of copies to friends 
of hisown. In October, 1876, Hopwood & Crew ceased to 
publish for him, and at the time when the registration was 
made a Mr. Pillow wasthe publisher. It was then contended on 
bebalf of the defendant that, upon the statement of deferce 
as it stood, he was en‘itled, in order to make good his 
denial that the song had been duly registered, not only 
to _— as he was prepared to do, that the date of first 
publication had been ustruly stated, Lut to rely upon the 
fact that the name of the publisher had been also untruly 
stated in the entry, inasmuch as, neither at the date of first 
publication given by the plaintiff, nor at the date of entry, 
was the song, in fact, es the plaintiff admitted, published by 
the person who was stated in theentry to be the publisher. 
Fry, J., however, held that, inasmuch as by the Copyright 
Act the omission to enter truly any one of several matters 
would render the registration undue, and the general denial 
of due registration was followed by a particular allegation 
that one of those matters had been untruly stated, the de- 
fendant was precluded from reiying upon anything but that 

2 om/‘ssion for the purpose of justifying bis general 
denial. The denial of due registration wes, in fact, a con- 
clusion of law resulting from the particular omission which 
was stated, and the defendant could not be allowed to ad- 
duce evidence of any other omission. The defendant's 

ounsel then asked for leave to amend the statement of de- 
fence, so as to raise the point that the name of the publisher 
had been ontroly state}. It was urged that the amend- 
ment was necessary for the determination of the real ques- 
tion in controversy between the parties—viz, whether the 
defendant ought to pay damages to the plaint‘ff, and that, 
inasmuch as the point was one which was not and could 
not be within the defendant's knowledge before toe trial, 
aad bad only been disclosed by the p'aintiff's own evidence, 
jastice required that an amendment should be allowed. 
Pry, J., refused to allow an amendment. He said that the 
real question in contreversy wes whether the plaintifi’s 
agent had authority to licence the defendant to do what he 
had done, snd that an amendment ought not to be allowed 
for the mere purpose of enabling the defendant to raise a 
parely technica] objection to the plaintiffs right to sue, 
which was not a in the def-ndant’s contemplation, 
bat of which he now adrvitly sought to avail himeelf. The 
Plaintiff bed a right to rely on what was in substance an 
sdminion in the ststement of defence that, in every 
respect bot the one which was mentioned, the registra- 
tion hal been daly made.

note to the tenant (the defendant) authorizing payment of 
the rent claimed to that person. The person in question 
called on the defendant with the note. The defendant ex. 
pressed bis readiness to pay the £37. The agent (who algo 
had an interest in the property, the plaintiffs being the legal 
owners) said that the £37 was not a sufficient sum and re. 
pudiated it. No actual tender was made. Fry, J., held 
that, the agent being authorized to receive the £87, the 
plaintiffs’ terms were accepted as soon as the defendant ex. 
pressed his readiness to pay the sum demanded. Conse. 
quently there was a concluded agreement to accept the £37 
for the use and occupation, and the plaintiffs could recover 
no more. The writ was issued on the 30th of April, and 
on the 11th of June the defendant paid £37 into court, 
Fry, J., held that the defendant was entitled to the costs of 
the action from the date of the payment into court. 





Spectric; PerFoRMANCE—LEASE—INCOMPLETE Acre. 
MENT—COMMENCEMENT OF TERM NOT STATED—Danmaazs, 
—An action of Wesl-y v. Walker, tried by Fry, J., on the 
4th inst., was brought for the specific performance of an 
agreement by the defendant to grant the plaintiff a lease of 
a piece of land. The agreement was contained ina receipt 
signed by the defendant in the following terms:—“ Febru- 
ary 10,1877. Received of Mr. Wesley the sum of £6 in 
consideration of land at Forest Gate. Rent to be £20 per 
year, payable quarterly ; ground-rent, commencing on the 
25th March now ensuing. Term, ninety-nine years, The 
said Mr. Wesley to pay all expenses.” It was objected that 
the court could not enforce specific performance of 
this agreement (1) bccause no time was mentioned for the 
commencement of the term; and (2) because the term of 
ninety-nine years, and the use of the word ‘‘ ground-rent,” 
evidently pointed at a building Jease, and there was nothing 
to show what covenants ought to be inserted in the lease, 
Fry, J., beld that, as the rent was to commence from the 
25th of March, 1877, it must be taken that the term was to 
commence from the same date. And he said that the fact 
that a term of ninety-nine years was mentioned afforded no 
legal reason for holding that an ordinary lease of the land 
was not intended, and the word “ground-rent” hadi no 
other recognized meaning than as distinguished from 
‘‘rack-rent.” And in the present case there was, in fact, a 
premium (though a small one) paid for the lease, Specific 
performance was accordingly decreed. And his lordship, 
being of opinion that the plaintiff was entitled to damages 
equivalent to the rent during the period for which he had 
not possession of the land, directed the lease to be settled 
go a8 to express that the rent was to accrue due only as 
from the 25th of March, 1878. 





Practice—Discovery AND INSPECTION or DocumENTs— 
PaivituceD Documents—Soricrrorn anp Ciiext.—to The 
Southwark and Vauxhall Water Company v. Quick applica- 
tion wee made on the part of the defendant, in the Court 
of Queen’s Bench on Monday last, for an order to inspect 
certain documents. The action was brought by the com- 
pany sgainst the defendant, who had formerly been engineer 
to the company, for alleged miscondact during the time he 
was in the company’s service. The defendant applied to 
inspect some documents consisting of notes of information 
which had been collected from servants of the company by 
the chairman and officers, with a view to its being laid 
before the solicitor to the company for his opinion, aud in 
anticipation of the present litigation, Some of the docu- 
ments containing the information so collected bad been 
submitted to the solicitor, and some, though obtained for 
that purpose, had not actually been before him, The 
plaintiffs resisted the spplication on the groand thot the 
documents were priviloged, containing as they did informa- 
tion collected with o view to Jitigation, and for the 
express purpose of being laid before the solicitor.

Officers of the Society.—At their first meeting, your

orton, honorary secretary and treasurer. Upon the death 
of Mr. Ryland, in February, Mr. W. Evans was nominated 
as his successor in the presidency, and Mr. Marigold be- 
came vice-president. Your committee, at their first meet- 
ing after the loss of Mr. Ryland, passed the following 
resylution, in which they believe they have expressed the 
unanimous feeling of the profession :— 

“ That this committee desire to record on the minutes an 
expression of their sense of the unsullied honour, the high 


legal attainments, and the unweuried labours in the work of 


this society, for a period of forty years, of their late presi- 
dent, Arthur Ryland, whose death cannot but be regarded 
as a loss alike to the profession and to the community among 
whom he dwelt.” 

Members.—Your committee report the continued prosper- 
ity of the society, which numbers 200 members for 1877, as 
against 190 for 1876. The loss by death of three members 
—Mr. Dimbleby, Mr. Griffin, and Mr. Ryland—has to be 
recorded. The number of articled clerks admitted as sub- 
acribers is now fifty-four,as against forty in the previous year. 

Library.—The current series of the reports, with the 
text-books and other legal publications of the year, have 
been added to the library, together with some valuable 
older works acquired by donation, and a few by purchase. 
Your committee have been much pleased to find increasing 
numbers of articled clerks continue to avail themselves of 
the advantages offered by the library in their studies.

Assize District.—No action upon this important question 
has been taken by the Town Council during the year ; but 
your committee continue to urge the necessity, therefor, 
with reference to the efficient administration of justice as 
well civil as criminal in this district. The following ob- 
servations of the reporter of the Times, with reference to 
the Autumn Criminal Assize at Northampton, show some of 
the inconveniences cf present arrangements, and the ex- 
perience of individual members of your committee is that 
these and other inconveniences occur in a greater degree with 
teference to the civil business at the assizes at Warwick, 
Worcester, and Stafford, resulting frequently in the abandon- 
ment or compromise of rights which would otherwise be 
judicially enforced :— 

“Noxrnamrron Avrums Aseize.—It is to be hoped 
that the present arrangement of counties for the peepee: of 
autamn and winter assizes is only experimental, in which 
case it will hardly be continued. Of the four counties from 
which the prisoners who have been tried here were collected, 
Northamptonshire, Backingh amshire, and Bedfordshire have 
jointly occupied less than half the time required to get 
through the Warwickshire business, The N orthamptoo 
jarymen bave been sitting here since the beginning of last 
week, and this morning they have had before them the 





——————— 
second case from their own county. On the other hand, 
men, 


there have been witnesses from Birmingham—medical 

men of business, aod others whose time is of the utmost 
value—unable to leave the town from the first day of the 
assizes until their case was tried, the time seonpiel by the 
journey to and fro from their homes being too great, te is 
obvious that the expenses of trying prisoners in such circum. 
stances must be enormously increased, the larger amount of 
the railway fares of the witnesses being of itself so 
considerable. That, however, is a matter for the Treasury, 
A minor evil, but one very present to the minds of persong 
who have been brought by their business to the court her 
is its utter inadequacy to accommodate the number 
persons brought together by the new arrangement.” 

Legislation for the Year.—The several Bills brought 
before the Legislature for altering or affecting the adminis. 
tration of the law received the consideration of your com. 
mittee. The principal measure was the Lord Chancellors 
or yoty | Bill, which, apparently introduced tentatively 
and to elicit comment, was ultimately withdrawn. At the 
annual meeting of the Associated Provincial Law Societies, 
the following resolution on the subject of the Bankruptey 
Bill was passed :— 

‘That, in the opinion of this meeting, while the 
visions for new procedure contained in the Bankruptcy Bill 
are unnecessary, the amendments of the sections of the 
poneent act are for the most part improvements on the exist. 
ing law.” 

aw Lectures.—Your committee have received from 
the Birmingham Law Students’ Society a memorial, urgi 
your society to found a permanent system of law lectures in 
furtherance of the education of articled clerksin Birming. 
ham. The able arguments and reasoning contained in th 
memorial deserve, and will have, the careful consideration of 
your committee. This subject was referred to by your com- 
mittee in their annual report for the year 1873, as also in 
that for the year 1874. 

The propriety of the society taking the initiative in the 
organization of asystem of lectures may be admitted, but, 
in addition to other important questions, it is a matter for 
grave consideration whether the pecuniary burthen thereof 
should not be solely borne by solicitors taking pupilsand re- 
ceiving the premiums paid as the consideration for teaching 
them their profession. 

Gold Medal Prize.—Your committee have received from 
the Incorporated Law Society a certificate, that of the 
Birmingham law students examined in the year 1877 Mr. 
A. A. Baker, a prizeman at theexamination in Trinity Term 
last, and who was articled toMr. J. R, Bloxham, was en- 
titled to the honorary distinction of your society’s gold 
medal for the year 1877, and your committee have had 
much pleasure in awarding the medal to Mr, Baker, The 
presentation will be made to Mr. Baker at this meeti 

Your committee suggest for consideration the expediency 
of allowing the prize to be competed for by students articled 
to members of the society who may not be resident in 
Birmingham. 

The CuainMay, in moving the adoption of the re rtand 
financial statement, referred in touching terms to the death 
of Mr. Ryland, whose loss all the members felt so much. 
He congratulated the meeting upon the present flourishing 
condition of the society, the advancement made during the 
year, and the fact that tbe financial condition was so satis- 
factory. 

Mr. Joszru Row anps seconded the proposition. He 
dwelt upon the disadvantageous results of the recent holding 
of assizes at Northampton, so far as Warwickshire was con- 
cerned. As a magistrates’ clerk it was his duty to prosecute 
in certain cases, and to Northampton he sent a clerk to in- 
struct counsel in a trivial case. He had to keep the clerk 
there fora week, and the sum allowed by the county com- 
mittee was barely sufficient to pay his railway fare 
hotel bill. This state of things certainly ought to be re- 
medied, first by the appointment of a public prosecutor, at 
secondly by having the assizes held in the centre of the Bir- 
miugbam district. 

r. Jounsoy suggested that the proposal contained in the 
report on the subject of law lectures should be actively taken 
up by the members having articled clerks who could not 
vote so much time as they (the members) cou'd wishin per- 
fecting their legal education. 

Mr. C. T. Sauwvuns called attention to the number of 
candidates postponed at the preliminary examinations held 
durivg the year. It arose, E thought, not so much from 
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the stringency of the examinat'on as from the fact of the 
andidates being taken from school at too early an age. 
The removal of a boy from school at am early age was no 
giving of time in his admission into the profession, because 


by remaining at school and qualifying himself to pass the 


joary examinations at the universities, he could save

At the next meeting of the Law Students’ Debating 
Society, to be held on Tuesday, the 12th inst., a lecture will 
be delivered by Professor W. A. Hunter on some proposed 
teforms of the criminal law, which will be followed by a 
discussion. The meeting on this occasion will be held in 
the lecture-hall at the Law Institution. 

On Friday week in the House of Commons, in answer to 
Ur, Hibbert, Mr. Cross said that in about ton days or a 
fortnight he would lay on the table the rules for the ap- 
pointment of visiting committees of prisons, under the 
Prisons Act. The present visiting justices would be em- 
powered to act after the Ist of April until the appointment 
of their successors by quarter sessions. 

Tn a case of Hume v. Hume in the Divorce Division on 
the 81st ult., the president called attention to an anomaly 
in the law as it at present existe. He had power, he said, 
ander the Divorce Acts, to order the husband, when the 
Snocessful party in the suit, to make a provision for the 
guilty wife, but he had no power to make such an order 
in favour of an innocent wife, even though left destitute on 
®teceeding in her suit. He could not think that such a 
tate of things was reasonable, or that it ought to be 
allowed to continue. 

Mr, J. W. Miles, writing to the 7imes, under date February 
3, tays :—“ On applying to ono of the chancery taxing 
Masters tho day bvfors yesterday for an appointment of an 

8duration to proceed with the taxation of a bill of 
Sests, the earliest appointment [ could obtain was for the 


@ th of May next—that is, four months hence. In the course 


@a month or so wo may expect to be unable to obtain any 








appointments for earlier than next October, after the Long 
Vacation ; but surely it is time that this block of business 
in the taxing office, which works great injustice both to 
the profession and the public, was remedied by the appoint- 
ment of an additional master.” 

Mr. Justice Lush, in charging the grand jary at the late 
winter assize at Swansea, said there will after this be held 
in every year four assizes. The ordinary spring assizes for 
the delivery of the gaols and for the trial of civil causes will 
after this year probably be held in January, and the summer 
assizes in July ; and at equal distances from these periods 
will be held the assizes for gaol deliveries only under the 
Winter Assizes Act. To diminish the criminal work now 
cast upon the assizes, it is in contemplation to extend the 
jurisdiction of the Court of Quarter Sessions, so that 
certain offences, like arson and burglary, now only to be 
tried at assizes, may be disposed of by the inferior tribanal. 

A Parliamentary paper has been issued by order of the 
House of Commons, stating the rules of the House relating 
to public petitions addressed to it. Every petition must be 
written, and not printed or lithographed ; and it must be in 
the English language, or be accompanied by a translation 
certified by the member presenting it. Every petition must 
be signed by at least one person on the skin or sheet on 
which the petition is written. Every petition must be signed 
by the petitioners with their names or marks, “ and by no 
one else except in case of incapacity by sickness.” No 
letters, affidavits, or other documents may be attached to 
any petition ; no erasures or interlineations may be made in 
any petition ; no reference may be made to any debate in 
Parliament ; no application may be made for any grant of 
public money, or for a charge upon the revenues of India, 
except with the consent of the Crown. Every petition must 
contain a prayer. 


An influential deputation, consisting of magistrates of 
Lancashire, recently waited upon Sir Henry Selwin-Ibbet~- 
son, M.P. (who received them for Mr. Cross), at the 
Home Office, to ask the Government to support a Bill which 
will shortly be introduced for appointing two stipendiary 
magistrates, one for Salford and the other for Manchester, 
owing to the utter inability of the present stipendiary at 
Manchester to discharge the double function of coy

The deputation referred to many instances of 
injustice arising from imposing so much work on ons magis- 
trate, and declared it to be a great evil, and one sr age | 
immediate remedy. Sir H. Selwin-Ibbetson, in reply, sai 
Mr. Cross entirely agreed that the business, having increased 
as it had, could no longer te left to chance for its disposal, 
and both he and Mr. Cross would give every facility they 
could for the passing of the Bill.

tors’ is not the leest valuable part of a work likely to be used 
students. . . .

and he shows a thoruugh acquaintance with the Judicature Acts and 
their working. From the absence of any ‘author of’ afier Mr. Flood’s 
Dame on tne title pege, we presume this is his first attempt in legal 
literature. He bas certainly made a most successful beginning, and a 
few more works equal to the present, should he have leisure to write 
them, would enitle him to rank among the foremost ef our legal 
writers.”—Tne Saturday Review, Jan. 5, 1878.
